Guinea has unleashed a relentless campaign to destroy 
the Progress Party [PP] of Equatorial Guinea,” 
according to declarations by Armengol Engonga, in 
charge of PP foreign relations, yesterday in Madrid. The 
official Guinean radio, picked up in Gabon, accused PP 
leader Severo Moto on Sunday of organizing a coup 
d’etat to overthrow President Teodoro Obiang with “the 
consent of the United States.” In Armengol Engonga’s 
opinion, Obiang’s regime has organized a “surrealist” 
ceremony, “an operetta plot.” 


Not only the United States but also Spain was invoived 
in the alleged plot. PP Organization Secretary Agapito 
Ona stated to the official radio that Moto had prepared 
to overthrow Obiang with the support of Spain, which 
was planning to send the Principe de Asturias aircraft 
carrier. Ona just left prison where he had been detained 
for eight days when he made his unusual statements, 
described as ‘‘authentic madness” by the Spanish 
Ambassador in Malabo Jose Maria Otero. 


According to the PP it goes beyond doubt that there is a 
proper campaign being led against the PP. Following 
yesterday’s detention in Guinea of Jose Ndongo Masola, 
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in charge of PP formation, the main opposition party’s 
executive has been seriously been cut down. Moto has 
been under house arrest since 27 January. Tomas Elo, in 
charge of finances, has been detained in the Black Beach 
prison since the same date. Pablo Ndong Ensema, in 
charge of institutional relations, and Manuel Ndong, 
who is in charge of information, are hiding. 


According to Armengol Engonga, Obiang “‘is terrorized” 
and “is trying by all means available to undermine the 
joint list for the May municipal elections, which will be 
presented by the Joint Opposition Platform, of which the 
Progress Party is part.”

The militiamen, aboard 
armed four-wheel-drive battlewagons known as techni- 
cals, took up positions around the airport shortly after 
the last foreign troops left under the guard of a U.S.-led 
multinational force.

His militia and a rival force loyal to the self-styled 
interim president of Somalia, Ali Mahdi Mohamed, 
announced last week the creation of a joint force to take 
over the city’s port and airport after the UN withdrawal, 
but no members of Ali Mahdi’s Abgal clan were seen at 
the airport. The clans have been battling for control of 
Mogadishu since the January 1991 ouster of dictator 
Mohamed Siad Barre.

Joint projects 
involving South African expertise and Mozambican 
resources could be mutually beneficial. While recogn- 
ising the historical reality of migrant labour to South 
African mines, Mozambique was committed to harmo- 
nious development and job creation within its borders. 
Mr de Klerk said South Africa regarded development in 
its neighbouring states as fundamentally important and 
he would give it his full support in the government of 
national unity. 


Mr Chissano arrived in Cape Town on Tuesday at the 
start of a four-day state visit—the second by a southern 
African leader since South Africa’s political transition. 
Earlier, he and President Nelson Mandela met at Tuyn- 
huys and signed bilateral agreements on promoting 
tourism and improving co-operation to combat cross- 
border crime such as drug trafficking, arms-smuggling 
and motor car and cattle theft. Mr Mandela presented 
the Mozambican leader with the Order of Good Hope 
(Gold Class) in recognition of his support for the demo- 
cratic struggle in South Africa. The decoration is South 
Africa’s highest award to a citizen of another country.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] Cape Town Feb 28 SAPA—Peace 
and security in southern Africa depended ultimately on 
political stability and prosperity within the region, Presi- 
dent Nelson Mandela said on Tuesday night. 


Addressing a state banquet for visiting Mozambican 
President Jcaquim Chissano at Tuynhuys in Cape Town, 
he said South Africa was strongly committed to pro- 
moting policies which brought about stability and pros- 
perity. ‘“‘No longer shall South Africa be the fountain- 
head of our neighbours’ woes. No longer shall South 
Africa’s government operate in isolation without due 
recognition of our neighbours’ interests.” 
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Mr Chissano, accompanied by senior ministers, deputy 
ministers and parliamentarians, arrived in Cape Town 
on Tuesday at the start of a four-day official visit. 
Earlier, he held talks with Mr Mandela and Deputy 
President F W de Klerk, signed bilateral agreements on 
tourism promotion and police cooperation and received 
the Order of Good Hope, South Africa’s highest civilian 
award. 


Mr Mandela told guests cooperation between South 
Africa and Mozambique to combat arms smuggling, 
drug trafficking, stock theft and other cross-border 
crimes testified to both countries’ interest in peace and 
security. Shared economic interests also necessitated 
cooperation in road and air transport, shipping, health 
and electricity supply. South Africa’s participation in the 
rehabilitation of the Cahora Bassa hydro-electricity 
scheme also illustrated the country’s commitment to 
ventures which promoted economic development and 
regional integration. He paid tribute to Mozambique’s 
“steadfast and self-sacrificing support” during the South 
African liberation struggle. 


President Chissano said he was confident his visit would 
give new impetus to cooperation between the two neigh- 
bouring states. Mozambique wished to “see the bonds of 
friendship and cooperation further strengthened”. “‘It is 
high time we turned our words, reflected in bilateral 
agreements, into deeds that shall bear fruit to promote 
the welfare of our people.” Mr Chissano expressed 
Mozambique’s gratitude for South African aid and assis- 
tance during the country’s first multiparty elections in 
October last year. ““We exercised our right to vote in a 
peaceful, orderly and responsible manner, thus sealing 
our will to bring about a lasting peace in the country.” 


Mr Chissano, the second southern African leader (after 
Zimbabwe's President Robert Mugabe) to visit South 
Africa following the political transition, is scheduled to 
address a joint sitting of the South African Parliament on 
Wednesday.

{[FBIS Transcribed Text] [Bishop] This program tonight 
comes from the parliamentary studios in Cape Town, 
and we welcome our guest—the guest of the day, 
indeed—President Joaquim Chissano of Mozambique. 
Thanks very much for joining us, and congratulations on 
the award you were given. 


{Chissano] Thank you. 


[Bishop] Mr. President, why are you really here? To get 
money?

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[Chissano] No, I am here to express the friendship which 
exists between our two countries, especially because I 
have just been sworn in as the elected pres! ent after we 
installed the multiparty system in our coun.ry. I decided 
that I should make South Africa as the firs: country to be 
visited in order to mark the interest which our country 
has to strengthen cooperation in all fields at the benefit 
of the two countries, utilizing the common potentialities 
which we have, which is given to us by geography, 
history, and so on. 


[Bishop] When I mentioned money at the beginning 
rather curtly, it is true that Mozambique requires as 
much financial aid as she can get, isn’t it? 


[Chissano] Of course we require a lot of aid, but also we 
know that money will come through work, and this work 
may be done by ourselves, but also in partnership with 
some friends. It’s not just a question of going to get aid, 
but it is cooperating on common projects. We have a lot 
of potentialities—I mean, natural resources—in Mozam- 
bique which need just to be developed and transformed 
into money. But it’s true that we are seeking for money to 
have capital to start with, but this can come also from 
South Africa, but this is not exactly what is my item in 
this visit. 


[Bishop] Well, exactly on that point, you might have 
some new friends, in the form of mainly Afrikaans 
farmers who, I understand, want to move across to 
Mozambique, settle in your country, and build up farms. 
What can you tell us about that? 


[Chissano] Yes, I received a strong delegation of farmers 
from the two big unions, one from the Orange Free State 
and one from the Transvaal, led by [Freedom Front 
leader] General Viljoen, who brought up very sound 
views, which we support, which are based on coopera- 
tion for the benefit of both Mozambicans and South 
Africans for development, which will not consist of 
agricultural project alone, but in many fields of develop- 
ment which may create employment. This would help to 
solve many problems, like, for instance, the immigration 
of Mozambicans into South Africa. It would be 
decreased by that, although I know that many Mozam- 
bicans will continue to come to South Africa because 
they like it, as it has been for centuries. 


[Bishop] No danger of you being recolonized? Because a 
member of government has suggested that that’s what 
might happen if you let all those Afrikaans farmers in 
there, and before you know where you are, they’ve made 
the ground fertile, and they’ve taken you over. 


[Chissano] Well, it was clear that the Afrikaners who 
came to Mozambique, they don’t mean to have settle- 
ments of Afrikaans in Mozambique. It means to join the 
Mozambicans in their endeavors to develop their own 
land, and, as I put it, Mozambicans must feel that they 
are receiving something and not that they are losing land 
in favor of foreigners. So this is real cooperation which is 
required, which will serve the interests of both. 
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[Bishop] But you’re generally in favor of that move? 


[Chissano] Yes, I am in favor, and we have been dis- 
cussing about this even before the changes which took 
place in your country, with the former regime, to see in 
a smaller scale. But today it comes into force because 
there’s more confidence in the two sides. 


[Bishop] Any idea how Mr. Mandela might react to that 
proposal? 


[Chissano] Well, Mr. Mandela, in fact, is the one who 
was behind this big move, because he gave confidence to 
both, to us in Mozambique and to the farmers here, so 
we were in contact with him before they came. 


[Chissano] Mr. President, let’s ask now about Mozam- 
bique itself. There are stories that Renamo [Mozam- 
bique National Resistance] and Frelimo [Mozambique 
Liberation Front] have separate constituencies in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, in the north and in the sou(h. 
I think Renamo is supposed to be more favored in he 
north and Frelimo, your party, more favored in the 
south. Is there any kind of split? You know the story. 


[Chissano] Well, this is not true, because Renamo has 
won the elections in some of the constituencies which are 
in the north. Actually, in the real north, they won one 
constituency. In the two others, it’s Frelimo who won. 
And in the central part, they won in four constituencies, 
but in some cases not Renamo winning alone, because I, 
as the candidate of Frelimo, I won in the same constit- 
uencies where Renamo was favored. Therefore, the split 
is not a real one. That’s why we are insisting that national 
unity must be respected, and we have to work in accor- 
dance with the real wishes of the electorate. And in some 
provinces, you may see that the difference is not big, 
therefore we cannot speak about this kind of split. 


[Bishop] When the United Nations leaves in their total- 
ity—the 10,000 or so United Nations leave—will things 
be secure? Will crime be kept down? Will there be no 
civil strife? 


[Chissano] Well, they left. They’re not there since 
December, the most part. They left in January, and since 
then we have no war. Of course, criminality is there—the 
kind of it that exists in any country—but we think that 
there are no reasons for war to come back. 


[Bishop] But South Africans, particularly, remember the 
old Mozambique, as a tourist Mecca, a paradise, in some 
ways, but now the land mines and the terrible economic 
problems you have. What reassurances can you give 
them? 


[Chissano] Well, we have a program to demine Mozam- 
bique, and we have many partners who are interested, 
including South Africa, and what we want is to give 
capacity to Mozambique itself, with the help of those 
partners, including some European countries and com- 
panies, so that the demining process can be expedited. 
This is the assurance, but I can say that there are vast

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areas where today we can travel, we can work, we can 
cultivate with no danger of mines.

Chissano Addresses Parliament

Mozambican President Joaquim Chissano received an 
apology for the “terrible crimes’’ committed by South 
Africans against the people of his country when he 
addressed Parliament on Wednesday. 


President Chissano, who was given an emotional wel- 
come at a joint sitting of the National Assembly and 
Senate, was told by Speaker Dr Frene Ginwala that 
Mozambique had been blighted by the effects of war and 
civil strife. This strife was initiated by the then- Rhode- 
sian Government and taken over and extended by suc- 
cessive governments in Pretoria. “Today here before the 
elected representatives of the South African people, on 
their behalf, I want to apologise for the terrible crimes 
... She began, but her words were drowned by thun- 
derous applause from the ANC benches. “*... The terrible 
crimes that my countrymen committed against the 
people of Mozambique,” she concluded when she could 
make herself heard. “It has taken many years for your 
country to come out of that morass.” 


President Chissano, who was met with a standing ova- 
tion when he was escorted into the chamber by President 
Nelson Mandela, said the apology had touched his heart. 
“We don’t deserve any apology from you or South 
Africa,” he said. ““We expecicd to fight and accepted all 
the consequences as you did. You are the ones who 
suffered first and inspired us. You have suffered for all of 
Africa. Would i say we apologise to President Nelson 
Mandela for 27 years in jail?” 


“You have been a weapon in our hands to fight colo- 
nialism and apartheid. You never said stop fighting 
because I want to come out of jail.”” Mozambique as a 
frontline state had been a main target of apartheid, he 
said. Schools, hospitals, roads, bridges, and other key 
infrastructure was systematically destroyed in attempt to 
bring the country to its knees and make it renounce its 
“sacred duty” of solidarity with the people of South 
Africa. ‘Far from affecting our conviction, the repeated 
acts of aggression and destruction carried out by the then 
apartheid regime have made us more united and resil- 
ient, because we share a common past of pain and 
suffering, but also of perseverance and struggle.” He paid 
tribute io all South Africans who through their blood, 
endurance and thinking had made it possible for him to 
be in the house. ““We bow to them with a feeling of 
mission accomplished.” 
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President Chissano said the newly-formed government 
in Mozambique was operating in the new environment 
created by the struggle of political movements particu- 
larly in Africa. It was his government's duty to ensure 
that the spiral of history was never again marked by the 
tragedies Mozambique experienced in the past. For the 
first time in its history Mozambique was surrounded by 
countries which were totally friendly. 


The time had come for all countries in the region to live 
in harmony and reconciliation, focusing their efforts on 
the necessary and urgent process of healing the wounds 
of war. “‘We have inherited a common past of humilia- 
tion and plunder, therefore we should be the builders of 
a future of continued fraternity and solidarity,” he said.

Sources said Mandela would be one of the first cases to 
be dealt with by the ANC’s newly established disci- 
plinary committee, whose task it is to investigate corrup- 
tion and ill-discipline in the organisation's ranks. 


She will also be plunged right hack into the ANC 
Women’s League [ANCWL] crisis, ince the NEC has 
ordered the learue to convene an urgent meeting to sort 
out its problems. The NEC ruled that any executive 
member who missed that meeting would be disciplined.

Mr Reynolds said he had first heard of the police 
investigation into alleged fraud and corruption involving 
R500,000 [rands] in Pakistani money from the press on 
Wednesday morning. 
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A spokesman for President Mr Nelson Mandela, Mr Joel 
Netshitenzhe, said police might release more details 
about the raids later. 


Asked if Mr Mandela knew beforehand of the police 
investigation, he said: “Our response is that this is a 
police matter which has to be handled by the Ministry of 
Safety and Security”. 


The police might have informed Mrs Mandela, the 
deputy minister of arts, culture, science and technology, 
about the investigation, he said.

(FBIS Transcribed Text] Cape Town—The ANC 
national executive committee (NEC) has endorsed 
sweeping changes to its operations which will strengthen 
the party’s influence over government at all three levels. 


The changes, adopted at a weekend executive meeting, 
were described yesterday by ANC spokesman senator 
Jackson Mthembu as “the biggest reorganisation yet of 
the ANC, and the NEC in particular” 


The reorganisation aimed to compel ANC cabinet mem- 
bers at national and provincial level to report on a 
continuous basis directly to the party and its tripartite 
aliies. Ministers and other senior ANC policy makers 
“will be able to put forward ANC positions” in govern- 
ment. The new set-up would “provide guidance to min- 
isters and other senior ANC policy makers at national, 
provincial and local government levels”, Mthembu said. 


The NEC endorsed the establishment of 14 so-called 
issues or functional committees made up of executive 
members. There was also a functional committee for 
each of the nine provinces. 


Each committee will bring together ANC representatives 
dealing with a particular issue at all three levels of 
government. No one in the ANC leadership is left out, 
including President Nelson Mandela and Deputy Presi- 
dent Thabo Mbeki. 


The functional committees will report regularly to the 
newly elected 18-member national working committee 
which, in turn, will report about four times a year to the 
NEC. The functional committees will meet regularly. 


ANC sources said the party intended the changes to 
ensure that it played “a pre-emptive instead of a reactive 
role”’. 


The restructuring follows the election of a new 80 
member executive committee at the ANC national con- 
ference in December. Mthembu said: “Members of the 
NEC have never before had such a clear job descrip- 
tion.”” The reorganisation formed part of the overall 
ANC restructuring which took place after the April 
election. 


Among the functional committees will be those on social 
needs (which will bring together housing, land affairs and 
education), security and stability (defence and safety and 
security), economic transformation (finance, labour, 
trade and industry, public enterprises, public works and 
land affairs), the public sector, policy formulation and 
party discipline. 


Others will focus on political education, parliamentary 
programmes, governance, the October local government 
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elections, the finalisation of a tripartite local government 
candidate list, constitution-making and party finance.

Recently Malebane-Metsing alleged that Molefe had 
plotted to assassinate him. 


Regarding Mr Peter Mokaba, Mthembu said the former 
ANC Youth League president, who is embroiled in a 
controversy about the misuse of the National Tourism 
Forum, wrote a letter to the movement, exonerating 
himself. 


At the moment there was no investigation into Mokaba but 
the ANC would welcome it if anyone, including the Press, 
brought any evidence to the disciplinary committee.

The P W Botha 
government had dropped all pretensions of civility as it 
took the war against the ANC to its bases in southern 
African states. 


Spies infiltrated the ANC’s decision-making structures, 
and the ANC’s security apparatus seemed powerless to 
staunch the flow of vital information. 


Nhianhla recalls taking Tambo to a different home in 
Lusaka virtually every night as the dread of South 
African commando raids reached a crescendo: “I took 
him to hospitals and to virtually every ANC house in 
Lusaka.” 


Eventually, Zambian President Kenneth Kaunda found 
a safe haven for Tambo at Lusaka’s State House. But 
Nhlanhla’s work was not over. 


Tambo called on him to reorganise the ANC’s intelli- 
gence department, his appointment being a clear sign to 
the ANC securocrats that their era of clandestine inac- 
tion had ended. 


“I got into intelligence almost accidentally,” says the 
quiet- spoken and thoughtful Nhlanhla. His approach 
was to “take intelligence to the people”, throwing back 
the cloak of secrecy and urging the ANC community in 
Lusaka to act as the eyes and ears of the ANC. 


Charged with defusing the South African government 
menace in southerr: Africa, Nhlanhla played a key role in 
the ANC’s campaign against dissidents. Nasty incidents 
ensued, not the least of which were the killings and 
torture that took place in such notorious ANC detention 
centres as Quatro in Angola. 


Nhianhla says he has nothing to hide as far as his 
counter- intelligence activities are concerned, and that 
he has already given seven hours of testimony to the 
Motsuenyane commission, set up to investigate abuses 
in ANC camps. 


“We have had our own truth commission,” he said. 
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Nhlanhla points to another, lesser but well-known role he 
played in the ANC’s emergence from revolutionary 
movement to negotiating partner. 


“As head of intelligence, I began to detect that there were 
elements in the government that were beginning to 
consider talks and beginning to accept that they could 
not defeat us. ANC people began to realise that it might 
be necessary to find a political solution,” he says. That 
was back in 1987. 


“We began to appreciate that the other side had its 
fears,” he says. 


Nhlanhla recalls those years with a wistful fondness, but 
lias no illusions about the size of the task facing South 
Africa now. 


As deputy minister of intelligence services, he will chair 
the National Intelligence Co-Ordinating Committee, 
under which South Africa’s four intelligence arms will 
fall—the Naticnal Intelligence Agency (domestic), the 
South African Secret Services (international), and those 
of the military and the police force. 


In the course of the year ahead, Parliament will pass 
legislation setting out how the intelligence services will 
work and how their task will remain compatible with the 
constitution’s guarantees to the individual against State 
abuse. 


South Africa still faces the chance of destabilising right- 
wing, left-wing and ethnic violence. The third force— 
Nhlanhla is adamant it exists and has not yet been 
completely dismantled—remains a threat. 


But, he promises, never again will the State be allowed to 
spy on and kill its political adversaries, and never again 
will security personnel be able to claim that they took 
certain actions on the orders of their superiors.

CONSCIOUS of His Majesty King Sobhuza II’s pledge, 
which he solemnly made in paragraph 2(e) of the King’s 
Proclamation of 12 April 1973 and further confirmed in 
section 80(2) of The Establishment of the Parliament of 
Swaziland Order, 1978 with regard to the drawing up 
and-edoption by the people of this country of a new 
constitution for the Kingdom of Swaziland. 


TAKING INTO CONSIDERATION that the King’s 
Proclamation (and the decrees contained therein) of the 
12th April 1973 which banned political activity in Swa- 
ziland by banning political parties and meetings, and 
imposed a 60 day detention without trial still remains 
the supreme law in the governance of this country. This 
proclamation remains and forms the core of the state of 
emergency and has instilled intimidation, fear and inse- 
curity in the minds of the people. 


RECOGNIZING ON THE ONE HAND, that no mean- 
ingful and genuine change that would involve the 
majority of our people, can be effected under conditions 
of a state of emergency where human freedoms are not 
guaranteed, meetings are not allowed, there is political 
harassment and detention without trial. 


WE REAFFIRM our demands as made previously and 
we are firmly convinced that the only way we can redress 
our political problems is through a peaceful negotiation 
process. 


WE RECONFIRM our commitment to a peaceful set- 
tlement of problems of this country through a property 
constituted and formal negotiation process. 


NOW THEREFORE, as a Movement, moved by senti- 
ments of justice and human dignity as well as by the 
desire to secure and maintain a permanent non-racial, 
non-sexist, democratic and independent Swaziland agree 
to the following negotiation process: 


NEGOTIATION PROCESS 


The Movement’s commitment to a new constitutional 
dispensation has been confirmed and actually is consis- 
tent with His Majesty King Sobhuza II’s solemn com- 
mitment made on the 12th April 1973 to the nation 
when he repealed the 1968 independence constitution. 
The King’s pledge as contained in paragraph (2\e) of the 
King’s Proclamation, reads as follows: 
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“‘And whereas I have given grave consideration to the 
extremely serious situation which has now risen in our 
country and have come to the following conclusions: 


(e) that I and my people heartily desire at long li “t, after 
a long constitutional struggle, to achieve full freedom 
and independence under a constitution created by our- 
selves for ourselves in complete liberty without outside 
pressures; as a nation we desire to march forward pro- 
gressively under our own constitution guaranteeing 
peace, order and good government and the happiness 
and welfare of all our people.“ 


The King’s pledge was further galvanised by section 
80(2) of the Establishment of the Swaziland Parliament 
Order, 1978 which provides: 


“Save in so far as is hereby expressly repealed or 
amended the King’s Proclamation of the 12th April 1973 
shall continue to be of full force and effect: 


Provided that the King may be decree published in the 
gazette amend or repeal the said Proclamation after a 
new constitution for the Kingdom of Swaziland has been 
accepted by the King and the people of Swaziland and 
brought into force and effect.“ 


The aforesaid provisions in the two legislations do 
envisage the creation of a new constitution by the people 
of Swaziland and makes it evidently clear that the 
tinkhundla [traditional community councils] system as 
enshrined in the Establishment of Parliarnent Order 
1978, cannot and was never intended by its creator to be 
a locumen tenens (substitute) for a constitution. Thus the 
said legislation makes it more manifest that the 
tinkhundla system was meant to be an experiment aimed 
at creating a more traditional electoral process and 
constituencies which once proven to be workable were to 
be incorporated in a written constitution. However, even 
the formulation of this “electoral process” was inconsis- 
tent with the King’s pledge in that it excluded the 
majority of the people. 


Inasmuch as the tinkhundla system was imposed on the 
people it does not represent the exercise of sovereignty 
by the people, but it does play an important role in 
maintaining the status quo. The electoral process under 
tinkhundla is an important element of deception. This is 
the main role of the tinkhundla elections. The candidates 
and the voting do not decide anything basic and funda- 
mental but are used to rigidly set the terms and the 
parameters of acceptance positions on major political 
questions. The very acceptance of this electoral process 
as the quintessential political act reinforce acceptance of 
the established order and works against any rapture with 
the system. 


It is in view of the aforegoing that we as an organisation 
consider it premature to concentrate on the review of an 
unacceptable “electoral process” which is only a minute 
aspect of a larger and more important issue, that of the 
drafting of a new constitution. 
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1. Preliminary negotiation 


We as a Movement are firmly convinced that a formal 
and properly constituted negotiation process can only be 
effected through a broad-based representative National 
Convention. However, we are conscious of the fact that 
certain pre-conditions have to be met to facilitate the 
laying down of the basis for a fundamental move towards 
the envisaged convention, and of creating a conducive 
climate for the negotiation process. We believe that a 
preliminary negotiation process would be able to lay the 
foundation for a National Convention. 


2. Memorandum of intent. 


To ensure that the democratisation process is itself 
democratic at the initial stage, the preliminary negotia- 
tions must not only be confined to the progressive forces 
but also be inclusive of traditional institutions - in fact it 
must be a microcosm of our society i.e. political parties, 
political organisations, labour organizations, the youth, 
women’s organizations, traditional institutions and 
other interest groups. 


The outcome of the preliminary negotiations will be a 
Memorandum of Intent where His Majesty King Mswati 
III unreservedly commits himself and the Government 
to formal and properly constituted peaceful negotiations 
through a national convention. The Memorandum of 
Intent shall include inter alia the following: 


(a) the outlining of all terms of reference for the national 
convention; 


(b) the meeting of pre-conditions to facilitate the cre- 

ation of a conducive climate for negotiations which 

demands political tolerance through the upliftment of 
the state of emergency and all other repressive laws. 

Hence, the four specific decrees hereinafter set forth 

must of necessity be repealed as they impede any genuine 

move towards a new political dispensation: 

—decree no. 2 which provides for the 60 day detention 
without trial; 

—decree no. 11 which provides for the banning of 
political parties and other mass political organiza- 
tions; 

—decrees no. 12 and 13 which provides for the prohibi- 
tion of meetings processions/demonstration, associa- 
tion and forming of political parties etc: 


(c) the abrogation of The King’s Proclaraation of 1973; 


(d) the abrogation of the Detention Without Trial Order 
of 1973; 


(e) the abrogation of The Establishment of Parliament 
Order No.23 of 1978; 


(f) the reinstatement of the Bill of Rights; 
(g) the unbanning of all political parties; 


(h) the unconditional return and indemnification of all 
political exiles;

(i) the dissolution and dismissing of all “shadowy” 
cabals that surrounds the King like the “Central Com- 
mittee” so that we know exactly who we are dealing with; 
and 


(j) such pre-conditions have to be declared in a formal 
legal instrument. 


NATIONAL CONVENTION 


The Movement reaffirms its conviction that formal and 
properly constituted negotiations can only be done 
through a National Convention, with its immediate 
objective of creating an interim government is a forum 
whereby all political organizations, labour organizations, 
the youth, women’s organizations, traditional institu- 
tions and other interest groups would come together to 
work out the details of the democratic process and to lay 
down acceptable parameters on the modalities leading to 
the Constituent Assembly. 


A constituent assembly must act as the place where a new 
constitution guaranteeing a truly democratic Swaziland 
must be drawn up, but the run-in period leading up to 
actual election of the constituent assembly and the 
overseeing of the elections to the constituent assembly 
requires some interim authority to manage the process. 


This same national convention will constitute an interim 
authority on a democratic basis to govern and overseer 
the whole democratic process. It is our considered view 
that a task of such fundamental importance can only be 
carried out by a properly constituted and impartial 
government. An interim government with clearly 
defined functions and limited powers formed by the 
national convention would ensure a fair democratic 
process without any biases in favour of one group. It 
should be dissolved after the outcome of the constituent 
assembly. We believe a minimum two year period would 
be sufficient. 


NATIONAL REFERENDUM 


Subject to the outcome of the national convention, a 
national referendum if necessary, would have to be held 
to solicit views on a desirable constitutional dispensa- 
tion—whether the independence constitution should be 
re-invoked and amended or a new one drafted. 


However, from our viewpoint the issue of a national 
referendum becomes redundant in view of the King’s 
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(Sobhuza II) solemn commitment on a new constitution 
drafted by the people of Swaziland for themselves, and 
the fact that the tinkhundla was not envisaged to be a 
substitution for a constitution. 


CONSTITUENT ASSEMBLY 


A constituent assembly is a body elected by all the people 
and its main responsibility will be to draw up a consti- 
tution for the democratic Swaziland. 


It is our fervent belief that there can be no genuine 
political dispensation and constitutional dispensation 
founded in such a system (Tinkhundla). A new political 
and constitutional dispensation can only be arrived at, in 
a properly constituted constituent assembly, where then 
can be a genuine participation of the masses, ensuring 
that any future political dispensation will not be domi- 
natc i by royalty or minority. 


The position of our Movement is that a new constitution 
for the country needs to be drawn up and adopted by the 
people through a properly constituted constituent 
assembly. The electoral process of the constituent 
assembly will be defined at the national convention. 


The reason why our Movement supports the idea of 
elected delegates to draw up a constitution is to ensure 
that the new constitution reflects the interests of the 
people, and that those responsible for drawing up the 
constitution must be elected by the people in free, and 
fair elections. Only such an elected constituent assembly 
can ensure that the process of drawing up a democratic 
constitution is itself democratic. 


OUTCOME OF THE CONSTITUENT ASSEMBLY 


Once a new constitution for the Kingdom of Swaziland 

has been adopted by the people of Swaziland will result 

in the following: 

—dissolution of the constituent assembly 

—elections to be held for the constitution of a popular 
elected government based on the will of the people 

—dissolution of the interim government 

—repeal of all laws inconsistent with the constitution.

Guinea-Bissau Government today denounced a “new 
violation” of its territory by the Senegalese Armed 
Forces, saying that four shells were fired yesterday at a 
Guinea-Bissau village, Ignore, located 4 km from the 
Senegalese border. An inhabitant of the village was 
wounded, a communique from the Ministry of Commu- 
nications broadcast by the national radio, said.

Fighting Instensifies in Grand Bassa County

be intensifying, particularly in Grand Bassa County in 
eastern Liberia, where Charles Taylor’s NPFL [National 
Patriotic Front of Liberia] faction and the Liberian 
Peace Council resumed hostilities last month. And con- 
ditions are steadily getting worse in Buchanan, where 
fresh waves of displaced people are fleeing. Our corre- 
spondent, Nyenati Allison, has just been to Buchanan. 
He telexed this report: 


The United Nations and seven aid agencies are meeting 
today in Buchanan to try and draw up a cohesive plan to 
deal with the growing emergency there. Aid workers said 
at the weekend that they were wrestling with the prob- 
lems of shortages of food, safe drinking water, and 
medicines to combat scabies, diarrhea, and malnutri- 
tion. Medical centers in the city are overstretched and 
flooded with patients, some with bullet wounds, others 
with broken legs from tortures by the rival factions. 
Patients are asked to pay fees, and those who cannot 
afford them are turned away. It is a pity to ask war 
victims for treatment, one aid worker said, but we have 
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to charge little fees to replenish stock as further assis- 
tance from donors is drying up. 


There is still an acute shortage of shelter materials in 
Buchanan, and each evening thousands of people are 
seen spreading thin pieces of cloth to make beds. They 
have no blankets to provide protection from the heavy 
dew that falls on the city at night. Reports released here 
by the United Nations emergency unit said that at least 
35,000 people have arrived in the past four weeks in 
Buchanan. 


In another report, World Food Program Director 
(Gerald Van Dyke) said that the road to Bong mines, an 
abandoned iron ore mining town 59 miles north of 
Monrovia, has been cut off by NPFL activities in the 
area. He said that civilians are irapped in Bong mines 
with no food and no medicines. (Van Dyke) said that 
further fighting in Liberia’s northern Lofa County 
between the NPFL and Alhaji Koromah’s ULIMO 
[United Liberation Movement for Democracy in 
Liberia] is making it difficult to carry urgently needed 
relief supplies to tho isands threatened by starvation and 
disease. He said that the fighting is forcing a massive 
influx of people into western Bomy County and into 
neighboring Guinea. 


Chairman Kpomakpor Briefs TLA on Peace
